in tanqdaon we had only two minor wild fire incidents this 
year. Thank you fear your diligence. Please continue to use 


the fire permits as required, your cooperation is greatly 
appreciated.

Following 1s the State Forest Fire reports 


lya31 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Service as well as local fire departments due to 
our increase in the number of fires. Our three major causes 
ef tires in 1391 were non-permit, children and smoking 
materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned 


approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one- 
third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for 
extenquishing these fires. Keeping the average fire size 
this small 1s a tribute to early detection by citizens, our 
fire tower lookout system, and the quick response of our 
trained local tire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and 
several Deputy Wardens that are responsible for directing 
suppression action on wildland fires, working with other 
Tire department members under the direction of the N.H. 
Forest Fire Service to make sure that all fire department 
memoers are properly trained and equipped ter suppressing 
Wildland fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens 
receive specialized training each year, presented by the 
N.H. Forest Fire Service, ta keep their skill level and 
knowledge o1 forest tire laws up to date. 


ihe local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are alsa 
responsible for issuing burning permits for any open burning 
that 15 to be done in their community. In New Hampshire, 
any open burning, except when the aground 1s completely 
zovered with snow, requires a written fire permit pricr ta 
lighting the tire.

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POLICE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The town of Lanqdon has seen a 25% increase in police 
calls and a 187% increase in patrol related activities 
resultin in a number of motr vehicle violation arrests and 
convictions. 

During the months of March and April of '91, we nad 12 
burglaries that involved either vandalism or stolen items. 
With this, we decided to increase the number of patrols and 
the lenath of niqht patrols. From April to February of 
this year we had only 8 of this same type burglaries. 

In mur patrols, we have found doors open or unlocked at 
local schools and places of business. Flease keep your 
belonaings safe by checking doors and locks before you 
leave. 

The Police Department hasS joined the Mutual Aid System 
for dispatching. As a result, to get Police, Fire or 
Rescue, all you have to do 1s call one number for ail 
three. This number is 352-1100. This will hepefully cut 
down on contusion and increase response time.
